How To Stop. 


That 
-Nosebleed © 


By H. N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


WHERE it is profuse, nose- 
bleed is often a ‘terrifying ¢cx- 
perience for the patient and 
somotimes causes diMcully for 
the doctor. Fortunately, most 
nosebheeds will slop of them- 
selves. In the ordinary casc, a 
little patience plus a little 
pressure on tne nostril. is all 
that is needed. There are, 
however. certain types of 
nosebliced which require 
prompt medical attention. 

The most difficult te control 
are those) which occur as the 
result of soma gencralised 
disease, such as high blood 
pressure, or leukemia, a dis- 
cise in which there is a great 
increase of white cells in the 
bluod, Attacks of nosebleed 
may also occur during an in- 
fectlous disorder, such as 
pnoumonia, ‘typhoid fever, 
measles, or = searlet fever, 
Tumcur's of the nose, as well as 
severe colds, may be respon- 
sible for bleeding. 


Subject to Noscbleced 

Workers with certain types 
of chemicals are subject to 
nosebleed, due to the action of 
adhe chcmicals on the lining 
membrane of the nose, Over- 
girehuous blowing of the nose 
often brings on nosebleed and, 
of course, a blow on the nose 
may cause it. 

By far the most common 
cause of nosebleed is picking 
the nose with ‘the fngernall 
In these instances, the bleeding 
usually comes from ao single 
small spot known as Kiessel~ 
bach’s area of the nasal sep- 
tum. This typo of blecding is 
quickly controlled by pressure 
on the nostrils or by Inserting a 
plece of cotton soaked an 


epinephrine or thydrogen per-° 


oxide into the nose. - 
Control! Blocding 


In other cases, control of the 
biceding’ fs usuatly o matter of 
locating the point from which 
the blood js coming and then 
using electrocoagulation to elim- 
inate the bleeding area. An 
alternative mothod is to put a 
pacing In the nose. 

Of course, when repeated at- 
tocks of nosebleed occur, a 
careful scarch for the causo 
should always be carricd ou! 
bocause noseblood = may - ofte!

Portraits 


Before photography came 
into wide use, it was a com- 
mon practice to make like- 
nesses in the form of small 
black cut-outs pnsted on a 
light background. These 
were known as_ silhoucttes 
(after an eightecth-century 
French Minister of Finance.) 
They have ‘gone out of 
fashion now — which is 
somewhat to be regretted, 
since they can be rather 
pleasing a8 gift portraits 
and they provide interest- 
ing work for anyone who is 
willing to take a little 
trouble. 


The method of making them 
is simple. 


Stat your “subject” close to 
a wall on which a sheet of 
white paper has been fastened 
—the position being a sideways 
one so that a full profile plc- 
ture results. 


Now arrange a bright light 
fn such a way that it shincs 
straight on to “and past” the 
head of the person whose 
portrait. is boing made, The 
Ught should not be too near, 
or the edges of the resulting 
shadow may be blurred or 
show some distortion of {fca- 
tures. When the black outline 
fs as exact and as faithful as 
you can make’ if, mark it out 
carefully on the sheet of white 


paper. 


This outline is approximately 
life-sized, and needs to be 
copied accurately and skilfully 
in much smaller form. ‘lo do 
this without diMculty and 
without losing likeness valuc, 
measure and rule squares on 
the outline paper; and tien do 
the same on a small piece of 
stiff paper that has a gonl sur- 
face. By using the sides and 
corners of these squares — the 
number of which must, of 
course, be the same in both 
cases—you will: be able to re- 
duce the portrait faithfully. 

When the best possible 
miniature copy has been rade, 
it should be very carefully cut 
with a small, sharp pair of 
scissors, or, with the point of 
the Ddiade of n good  pockct- 
knife. 


Finally, his small portrait 
should be evenly blackened 
with Indian ink and, when 
dry, mounted on card. To 
frame it, cover with a piece of 
glass or cellophane, and bind 
with passe-partout edging. 

Silhouettes made in_ this 
fashion are appreciated by 
relatives and friends. Where 
soveral copies are necd- 
ed, use your first reduction 
picture as a master, and trace 
from. this—remembering ail the 
while that great exactness is 
required if your handiwork Is 
to give real satisfaction to your- 
self and others.
